The huge Gulf Stream , * which 
moves m ore w ater tha n all 
the 
rivers of the earth combined, is 
not changing its course, the N a­ 
tional G eographic Society 
re­ 
ports, com m enting on statem ents 
of ship-captains indicating 
a 
possible reversal of current. 
There has been a gulf stream 
since there was an A tlantic Oc­ 
ean and trade-w inds to blow on 
it, the society reports, describing 
how the winds cause the 
huge 
current as an electric fan direct­ 
ed a t the surface of a tub of w a­ 
ter will cause all the w ater 
to 
swirl about. 
The w arm w aters of the C arib­ 
bean Sea, blown w estw ard by the 
trad e winds into the Gulf 
of 
Mexico swirl about and seek an 
outlet in the Florida 
Straits, 
whence the stream 40 miles wide 
and nearly 3,000 feet deep moves 
w ith such m om entum northeast­ 
w ard tha t it preserves its identi­ 
ty until it reaches Europe. 
The Gulf Stream is a m erry- 
go-round of the A tlantic. After 
it hits the B ritish Isles, helping 
to provide a mild but foggy cli­ 
m ate in tha t relatively far nor­ 
thern latitude, it divides, 
and 
one branch turns south to P or­ 
tugal, w here it strik es the w est­ 
erly trade w inds and returns to 
the Caribbean. A nother branch 
goes north of the B ritish 
Isles 
and 
proceeds, 
considerably 
chilled, into the Arctic Ocean. 
B ut for the great stream , E ng­ 
land m ight have the clim ate of 
Labrador, and Norway the bleak ­ 
ness of G reenland.

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WHEN ECONOMY IS FALSE 
The 
block of pedestal lights 
around 
the 
Rush county court house will be dark all next 
y ear, unless some m eans are found by 
which 
money will be available for tha t purpose. 
The 
reason for the dark ness lies in the fact tha t the 
appropriation was cut off from the 1929 budget. 
There are twelve pedestal lights around tjie 
court house, and the Public Service Commission 
has fixed a rate of $5 a m onth per light. 
This 
m eans $60 a m onth or $720 a y ear, and this ap­ 
propriation was not included when the county 
council decided to be good to the taxpay ers and 
cut the county rate a couple of cents. 
The council surely exercised poor judgm ent 
in many instances in their appropriations. 
It 
was based solely upon the idea of reducing taxes 
by introducing false economy . 
Of the $11,700 needed for the various bridge 
repairs in the county , only $7t)0 is available, and 
they consider it economy to let a bridge wear 
down and become unsafe for traffic for the pur­ 
pose of saving a smaller sum. No better example 
of false economy can be found than this one 
item alone. 
Many of the bridges now are not 
safe for the farm er to tak e over a heavily load­ 
ed truck of hogs or cattle. 
It is by far much better to k eep in 
repair 
any property , w hether public or private, than to 
perm it it to reach a point where a vast sum of 
money will be required to replace it. The county 
council should be men with foresight enough to 
see these things.

LEGAL PROFESSION NEGLECTED 
A jury trial of an unusual angle is scheduled 
the latter part of this week in Newcastle when a 
m an will seek to be adm itted to the Henry coun­ 
ty bar association, after having refused to pass 
the regular form followed in that court. 
The legal profession in Indiana is the only 
profession wherein 
any individual with a good 
moral character is the only requirem ent neces­ 
sary to be considered. 
More stringent rules and regulations are need­ 
ed to uphold this profession. 
Just an affidavit 
tha t the applicant is good morally is not suffici­ 
ent to place him on an equal standing with a t­ 
torney s who 
have spent y ears and 
money in 
training for the profession. 
The case at Newcastle is unusual because the 
applicant seek s to practice law but has refused 
to answer the questions put to him by a com­ 
m ittee of attorney s, appointed by the court to 
examine him as to his qualifications. 
He has 
appealed the m atter and the decision will now 
rest before a jury , the same as any civil suit. 
When the laws in Indiana place certain re­ 
quirem ents upon the profession, then the “gold- 
digger,” the crook ed lawy er and the shy ster will 
disappear from our courts.

hospital to m inister to the wants 
of the poor and unfortunate, and 
Mr. Titsworth ask s in concluding 
••what better service to others, 
what finer monument to them ­ 
selves can this generation build, 
than that of a free public hospi­ 
tal?” Free public hospital? That 
genus expired with the 
Dodo. 
Few k now better than does Mr. 
Titsworth there “is no such ani­ 
m al” as a free public hospital.” 
Somebody pay s the cost. 
Again 
“a proud people does not accept 
charity .” Does the 
gentleman 
k now of any specific instance in 
Rush county when any one 
in 
want or neglect, if k nown, was 
left to suffer, or die in want, or 
need of medical help? "A proud 
people” will not accept charity , 
then Rush county needs no hos­ 
pital, for if there is an outstand­ 
ing quality or characteristic 
of 
our people more prom inent than j 
another, it is Rush County C har­ 
ity . 
I m ight suggest that dictation 
is a close second. Some 
people 
are never wrong and no 
one, 
who dares to differ, can ever be 
right, lik e the lone jury m an who 
said he served on a jury 
with 
eleven of the contrariest men he 
ever k new. I tak e it that I am 
that speak er before the Rotary 
Club, who said, “we are a pro­ 
gressive people." If so, I repeat 
it, and will say further it gave 
me a thrill not often felt to face 
so intelligent, healthy 
look ing 
and energetic audience as I met 
there. But does it follow because 
they are in favor of and work ing 
for a hospital, tha t every 
one 
who proposes It is wrong? I have 
ask ed from the start tha t 
this 
m atter be public, that the tax­ 
pay ers be told the whole truth 
without concealment or evasion, 
and, that when fully informed, 
they vote, as to them, each for 
himself, think s best. 
I will not say that the prom ot­ 
ers of this move have purposely 
or deliberately k ept from

taxpay ers the whole truth, but I

The law 
providing for the 
establish­ 
m ent of county hospitals was passed in 
1917, and became a law w ithout the Gov­ 
ernor’s signature. 
It provides for an elec­ 
tion, when 200 freeholders have petitioned 
the County Board—50 in the city and 150 
outside. 
If 
carried at the 
election, the 
Board enters an order establishing it 
and 
appoints a Board of Trustees, who appoints 
the Superintendent. 
The Trustees may be 
two men and two women (not doctors), two 
of whom m ust reside outside the city and 
be equally divided in politics. 
Nurses not 
barred nor doctors as to Superintendent. 
Miraculous wisdom! 
A child fly ing an air­ 
plane! 
From this on the Board of Trustees run 
the hospital, build nurses’ training school 
and home, a 
detention 
departm ent, 
a 
tuberculosis departm ent, a veterinary lab­ 
oratory 
(whatever tha t is), and 
decide 
w hether patients presented at the hospital 
for treatm ent or surgical operations, are 
charity patients. 
N. B. — MR. TITSWORTH TAKE NO­ 
TICE, 
“FREE HOSPITAL:” 
The township 
trustee is notified 
and 
m ust pay the actual cost of treatm ent “as 
estim ated 
by 
the 
m atron 
or 
superin­ 
tendent.” 
It is such freedom as this which mak es 
such enormous deficits in County Hospi­ 
tals and leaves the taxpay ers to settle. 
No one questions the righteousness or 
hum anity of pay ing for the care and ser­ 
vice rendered the sick and maimed, but why 
try to deceive the public by appeals to the 
indigent and creating, or attem pting to 
create, the impression tha t they seek to 
build a hospital in Rush County “for purely 
philanthropic and hum anitarian motives, 
and it WILL BE FREE.” 
Why assert 
wc “sponge” on our 
sister 
counties, 
and in the same breath, 
state 
there was an allowance of $1600 for charity 
patients, at the June Term of Commission­ 
ers’ Court? 
Thank God, Rush County 
IS progressive, her people charitable, and 
want and suffering strangers w ithin her 
borders 
cared 
for. We 
need no “Fly ing 
Wedge” to care for our needy , and if we had 
a hospital in every township, m others would 
die in childbirth, and fools get k illed and 
maimed in uncalled for disasters. 
Death 
is Supreme! 
No hum an agency can avert 
it. 
It is our birthright. 
True, medical sk ill can m itigate suffer­ 
ing and in cases prevent death, for the 
tim e being, but we need no hospitals to 
protect m aternity . 
Club women are too 
busy to need such care, and all others are 
too sensible to parade their need, and con­ 
tinue to do as m other and the generation 
of m others have since Eve brought forth 
Cain and Abel. 
This is not 
intended as an 
argum ent 
against the utility , helpfulness or desira­ 
bility of hospitals WHERE NEEDED, but an 
argum ent against the establishm ent of one 
in Rush County where wre have one. Con­ 
ditions don’t call for it. 
We will have a 
City hospital, 
tha t for y ears 
under Dr. 
Sexton 
has ahswered us well, 
and Dr. 
Frank G reen’s hospital which cares for a 
large 
and 
growing 
practice in 
minor 
surgery . 
The “Good S am aritan” argum ent is far 
fetched and of doubtful application. 
The 
poor S am aritan’s heart was touched at the 
helpless condition of a brother and he will­ 
ingly rendered assistance, but why don’t 
they tell the whole story , which will show 
parallel conditions then and now. 
If the 
tenth chapter of Luk e, verse 30th to 37th, 
be read, it will add much light to the quo­ 
tation. 
It was not the Priest nor Levite, 
who passed by in scorn, tha t came to the 
wounded m an’s assistance, but the despised 
Sam aritan. 
Why . we m ight ask , all this secrecy and 
meetings behind closed doors, if the hos­ 
pital promoters 
have unselfish 
motives? 
Why this ponderous petition, much of it 
secured by m is-statem ent, duplication and 
illegal signatures, if the motive is purely 
hum anitarian? 
Why did Mr. Trabue “de­ 
cline to talk in 
dollars and 
cents,” and 
lightly toss it aside, as a spent cigarette, 
by his comparison to “two sandwiches and 
cup of coffee?” 
Why does Rev. Stephenson refer us to 
Hezek iah for his text, when there is no 
such book in the Bible? 
A good natured 
“gag” to send some one on a fool’s errand 
look ing for w hat does not exist. 
We are a proud people! 
Ay , there’s the 
rub! We w ant to Im itate even the blunders 
of others. 
We w ant good streets (at pub­ 
lic expense) as witness, Harrison, Perk ins 
and Morgan 
(Stew art’s Addition), 
ALL 
within 
the city , and a bonded 
debt on 
Rushville township. 
This is philanthropy 
gone mad, while many others have been 


built at the expense of the property own­ 
ers. 
It is just such hum anity , and springs 
from the same source, 
? s does the “grand 
drive” for the hospital. 
We will not question the legal right, nor 
do we, of the citizens or any part of them, 
to petition the County Board to order an 
election on the question of establishing a 
County hospital, but we do challenge the 
METHODS employ ed and the LAW under 
which they proceed. 
Some of the m eth­ 
ods employ ed have been named. 
The law of 1917, as amended, is a delu­ 
sion and a snare, open to all k inds of evil 
practice and crook edness. 
It will not do 
to say y ou will place it in honest hands. 
No m an or woman, of merit, will serve a 
y ear as the President of a Board of Trus­ 
tees, who handle thousands of dollars, for 
$75.00. 
Nor will a capable secretary serve 
for $50.00. 
The other two trustees to re­ 
ceive $25.00 each. 
The Superintendent’s 
salary is an unk nown quantity , but he ap­ 
points and discharges all employ ees —the 
Board fixing the salaries. 
The term of Trustees is one (1), two (2), 
three (3) and four (4» y ears, at first de­ 
term ined by lot and after that each ap­ 
pointm ent is made for four y ears. 
When 
appointed, they 
are the hospital 
rulers. 
They may or may not be under bond, as 
the Commissioners determine. 
They may 
build those additions named and the Com­ 
missioners SHALL 
furnish the means 
to 
pay the'c ost. 
They choose the site and 
may condemn such site. 
The plans must 
be approved by the Board of State C hari­ 
ties. 
Rushville will have jurisdiction over 
the hospital territory , w hether located in 
or outside of the city . 
Such hospital shall be for the benefit of 
the inhabitants of the County , or any one 
falling sick or being injured therein. 
All 
legal practitioners shall have equal privi­ 
leges, 
in such hospital, and the patient 
shall have the right to employ his own 
phy sician, AT HIS OWN EXPENSE, and 
nurses of such patient shall be under such 
doctors’ 
orders — subject 
alway s to the 
rules and regulations of the board of trus­ 
tees, and those who violate such rules may 
be excluded from the hospital. 
They may extend hospital privileges to 
. residents of other counties, who conform 
to rules and regulation of the board of trus­ 
tees. (For revenue only ). 
DONATIONS 
Any person, firm, society or corporation, 
wishing to do so, may mak e donations to 
such hospital, to 
be 
controlled 
by the 
board. 
It is under this section tha t Mr. 
Titsw orth gets his inspiration for “dead 
m en’s shoes.” 
Those $75,000 donors (ex­ 
pectant) in Shelby County 
tha t he m en­ 
tions, lived too long to prevent a beautiful 
deficit in their county hospital last y ear. 
The election board, under the Act of 
Mar. 4th, 1927, shall consist of an inspect­ 
or and one clerk . 
Will any ordinary man 
say there is no chance for fraud in such 
arrangem ent? 
But, they tell us, honest 
men 
will be chosen 
for those 
places. 
G ranted, but there could be named 
spe­ 
cific instances, in Rush County , where sup­ 
posed honest men went wrong. 
Why put 
tem ptation or motive in any 
m an’s way ? 
Let us suppose tha t a County Board was 
prejudiced one way or the other, what is 
to prevent them from placing on the elec­ 
tion board men, who will bring in returns 
to suit their wishes? 
Experience and ob­ 
servation have 
proven for all time 
that 
those having an interest in results, will lean 
tha t way , and for this reason, disqualifies 
jurors for service. 
The law is loose, 
illogical and 
almost 
crim inal in its provisions. 
Credulity 
goes 
far estray , when we place a clock , a ham ­ 
mer and a two-y ear-old on the floor to­ 
gether, and expect any thing but disaster 
to follow. 
Give the people, at least an even break , 
and don’t conclude, tha t because a ram ­ 
pant, interested body of promoters, in Rush­ 
ville, are by sophistry and secrecy , try ing 
to fasten an uncalled for burden upon the 
taxpay ers, tha t such zeal and earnestness 
arises from 
unadulterated 
and 
genuine 
philanthropy 
and 
hum anitarianism . 
It 
seems an ironical compliment to our doc­ 
tors, to see our undertak ers as allies, and 
should w arn the rest of us, to beware the 
unholy alliance. 
U ndertak ers are a nec­ 
essity 
now, but they will 
starve, if the 
claims of the hospital builders come true. 
We deny the m erits of every claim made 
for the 
NECESSITY of a county hospital 
and have shown tha t the Inducements held 
out to the poor and unfortunate Is w ith­ 
out foundation, and made k nowingly , 
to 
“put over” a scheme, w ithout merit, 
and 
that, too. by m eans and methods that will 
rise up in the future, even as 
did “Ban- 
quo’s G host” to haunt their guilty recol­ 
lections.

duce disarmament—"only work 
along practical lines." Like axis- 
tide Briand in behalf of France, 
Lord Cushendun defended 
the 


Franco-British efforts to reach 
a naval agreement. 


"Disarmament is the predom- 


inating question of the present 
assembly,'i Lord Cvtshendun said. 
"Its importance cannot be over- 
estimated. I appreciate the dis- 
•appointment of Chancellor Mu- 
eller, of Germany, and others at 
the slow progress made, but 
I 


fear Herr Mueller does not ap- 
preciate the difficulties facing

The huge Gulf Stream, * which 
moves more water than all the 
rivers of the earth combined, is 
not changing its course, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society 
re- 


ports, commenting on statements 
of ship-captains indicating 
a 


possible reversal of current. 


There has been a gulf stream 


since there was an Atlantic Oc- 
ean and trade-winds to blow on 
it, the society reports, describing 
how the winds cause the huge 
current as an^Iectric fan direct- 
ed at the surface of a tub of wa- 
ter will cause all the water to 
swirl about. 


The warm waters of the Carib- 


bean Sea, blown westward by the 
trade winds into the Gulf 
of 


Mexico swirl about and seek an 
outlet in the Florida 
Straits, 


whence the stream 40 miles wide 
and nearly 3,000 feet deep moves 
with such momentum northeast- 
ward' that it preserves its identi- 
ty until it reaches Europe. 


The Gulf Stream is a merry- 


go-round of the Atlantic. After 
it hits the British Isles, helping 
to provide a mild but foggy cli- 
mate in that relatively far nor- 
thern latitude, it divides, 
and 


one branch turns south to Por- 
tugal, where it strikes the west- 
erly trade winds and returns to 
the Caribbean. Another branch 
goes north of the British Isles 
and 
proceeds, 
considerably 


chilled, into the Arctic Ocean. 


But for the great stream, Eng- 


land might have the clinu-fe of 
Labrador, and1 Norway the bleak- 
ness of Greenland.

WHEN ECONOMY IS FALSE 


The block of pedestal lights around the 


Rush county court house will be dark all next 
year, unless some means are found by which 
money will be available for that purpose. 
The 


reason for the darkness lies hi the fact that the 
appropriation was cut off from the 1929 budget. 


There are twelve pedestal lights around tjie 


court house, and the Public Service Commission 
has fixed a rate of $5 a month per light. 
This 


means $60 a month or $720 a year, and this ap- 
propriation was not included when the county 
council decided to be good to the taxpayers and 
cut the county rate a couple of -cents. 


The council surely exercised poor judgment 


to many -instances in their appropriations. It 
was based solely upon the idea of reducing taxes 
by introducing false economy. 


Of the $11,700 needed for the various bridge 


repairs in the county, only $700 is available, and 
they consider -it economy to let a bridge wear 
down and become unsafe for traffic for the pur- 
pose of saving a smaller sum. No better example 
of false economy can be. found than this one 
item alone. 
Many of the bridges now are not 


safe, for the farmer to take over a heavily load- 
ed truck of hogs or cattle.x 


It is by far much better to keep in repair 


any property, whether public or private, than to 
permit it to reach a point where a vast sum of 
money will be required to replace it. The county 
council should be men with foresight enough to 
see these things. 


of text book selection, as almost every yea 
brings about changes in the use of books, an 
ttiese changes are most expensive for the schoo 
patron.

It is re 
ported that next year the readers and other 
books in the grades are due for a change. 


People can readily understand that we are 


living in a progressive age and all of that, bu 
surely there is no excuse for any official boara 
within this state to impose upon the parents the 
necessity of these changes so frequently. One 
cannot blame a school patron of moderate 
financial circumstances with several children in 
school, to express a belief that surely there is a 
graft down the line some place, or else the auth 
ors or publishers use undue influence in having 
their particular text adopted. 


LEGAL PROFESSION NEGLECTED 


A jury trial of an unusual angle is scheduled 


the latter part of this week in Newcastle when a 
man will seek to be admitted to the Henry coun- 
ty bar association, after having refused to pass 
the regular form followed in that court. 


The legal profession in Indiana is the only 


profession wherein any individual with a good 
moral character is the only requirement neces- 
sary to be considered. 


More stringent rules and regulations are need- 


ed to uphold this profession. Just an affidavit 
that the applicant is good morally is not suffici- 
ent to place, him on an equal standing with at- 
torneys who have spent years and money in 
training for the profession. 


The case at Newcastle is unusual because the 


applicant seeks to 'practice law but has refused 
to answer the questions put to him by a com- 
mittee of attorneys, appointed by the court to 
examine him as to his qualifications.

The County Hospital 


The law providing for the establish- 


ment of county hospitals was passed in 
1917, 
and became a law without the Gov- 


ernor's signature. 
It provides for an elec- 


tion, when 200 freeholders have petitioned 
the County Board—50 hi the city and 150 
outside. 
If carried at the election, the 


Board enters an order establishing it and 
appoints a Board' of Trustees, who appoints 
the Superintendent. 
The Trustees may be 


two men and two women (not doctors), two 
of whom must reside outside the city and 
be equally divided hi politics. Nurses not 
barred nor doctors as to Superintendent. 
Miraculous wisdom! A child flying an air- 
plane! 


From this on the Board of Trustees run 


the hospital, build nurses' training school 
and home, a detention 
department, 
a 


tuberculosis department, a veterinary lab- 
oratory 
(whatever that .is), and decide 


whether patients presented at the hospital 
for treatment or surgical operations, ars 
charity patients. 
' 


N. B. — MR. TITSWORTH TAKE NO- 


TICE, "FREE HOSPITAL:" 


The township trustee is notified and 


must pay the actual cost of treatment "as 
estimated by the matron or superin- 
tendent." 


It is such freedom as this which makes 


such enormous deficits in County Hospi- 
tals and leaves the taxpayers to settle. 


No one questions the righteousness or 


humanity of paying for the care and ser- 
vice rendered the sick and maimed, but why 
try to deceive the public by appeals 'to the 
indigent and creating, or attempting to 
create, the impression that they seek to 
build a hospital in Rush County "for purely 
philanthropic and humanitarian motives, 
and it WILL BE FREE." 


Why assert we "sponge" on our sister 


counties, and in the same breath, state 
there was an allowance of $1600 for charity 
patients, at the June Term of Commission- 
ers' Court? 
Thank God, Rush County 


IS progressive, her people charitable, and 
want and suffering strangers within her 
borders cared for. We need no "Flying 
Wedge" to care for our needy, and if we had 
a hospital in every township, mothers would 
die in childbirth, and fools get killed and 
maimed in uncalled for disasters. Death 
is Supreme! No human agency can avert 
it. It is our birthright. 


True, medical skill can mitigate suffer- 


ing and in cases prevent death, for the 
time being, but we need no hospitals to 
protect maternity. 
Club women are too 


busy to need such care, and all others are 
too sensible to parade then: need, and con- 
tinue to do as mother and the generation 
of mothers have since Eve brought forth 
Cain and Abel. 


This is not ^intended as an argument 


against the utility, helpfulness or desira- 
bility of hospitals WHERE NEEDED, but an 
argument against the establishment of one 
hi Rush County where we have one. Con- 
ditions don't call for it. 
We will have a 


City hospital, 
that for years under Dr. 


Sexton has answered us well, and Dr. 
Frank Green's hospital which cares for a 
large 
and growing practice hi 
minor 


surgery. 


The "Good Samaritan" argument is far 


fetched and of doubtful application. 
The 


poor Samaritan's heart was touched at the 
helpless condition of a brother and he will- 
ingly/ rendered assistance, but why don't 
they tell the whole story, which will show 
parallel conditions then and now. If the 
tenth chapter of Luke, verse 30th to 37th, 
be read, it will add much light to the quo- 
tation. 
It was not the Priest nor Levite,' 


who passed by in scorn, that came to the 
wounded man's assistance, but the despised 
Samaritan. 


Why, 
we might ask, all this secrecy and 


meetings.behind closed doors, if the hos- 
pital promoters have unselfish motives? 
Why this ponderous petition, much of it 
secured by mis-statement, duplication and 
illegal signatures, if the motive is purely 
humanitarian? Why did Mr. Trabue "de- 
cline to talk in dollars and cents," and 
lightly toss it aside, as a spent cigarette, 
by his comparison to "two sandwiches and 
cup of coffee?" 
: 


Why does Rev. Stephenson refer us to 


Hezekiah for his. text, when there is no 
such book hi the Bible? A good natured 
"gag" to send some one oh a fool's errand 
looking for what does not exist. 


We are a proud people! Ay, there's the 


rub! We want to Imitate even the blunders 
of others. We want good streets (at pub- . 
lie* expense) as witness, Harrison," Perkins 
and Morgan " (Stewart's Addition), ALL 
within_ the:city, and a bonded debt on 
Rushviile township. This, is philanthropy 
gone mad, while many others have been 


built at the expense of the property own- 
ers. It is just such humanity, and springs 
from the same source, f.s does the "grand 
drive" for the hospital. 


We will not question the legal right, nor- 


do we, of the citizens or any part of them, 
to petition the County Board to order an 
election on the question of establishing a 
County hospital, but we do challenge the 
METHODS employed and the LAW under 
which they proceed. 
Some of the meth- 


ods employed have been named. 


The law/of 1917, as amended, is a delu- 


sion and a snare, open to all kinds of evil 
practice and crookedness. 
It will not do 


to say you will place it in honest hands. 
No man or woman, of merit, will serve a 
year as the President of a Board of Trus- 
tees, who handle thousands of dollars, for 
$75.00. Nor will a capable secretary serve 
for $50.00. The other two trustees to re- 
ceive $25.00 each. 
The Superintendent's 


salary is an unknown quantity, but he ap- 
points and discharges all employees —the 
Board fixing the salaries. 


The term of Trustees is one (1), two (2), 


three (3) and four (4) years, at first de- 
termined by lot and after that each ap- 
pointment is made for four years. When 
appointed, they are the hospital 
rulers. 


They may or may not be under bond, as 
the Commissioners determine. They may 
build those additions named and the Com- 
missioners SHALL furnish the means to 
pay the i cost. 
They choose the site and 


may condemn such site. The plans must 
be approved by the Board of State Chari- 
ties. Rushviile will have jurisdiction over 
the hospital territory, whether located in 
or outside of the city. 


Such hospital shall be for the benefit of 


the inhabitants of the County, or anyone 
falling sick or being injured therein. All 
legal practitioners shall have equal privi- 
leges, 
in such hospital, and the patient 


shall have the right to employ hi*, own- 
physician, -AT HIS OWN EXPENSED and: 
nurses of such patient shall be under' such 
doctors' orders — subject always to the 
rules and regulations of the board of trus- 
tees, and those who violate such rules may 
be excluded* from the hospital. 


They may extend hospital privileges to 


. residents of other counties, who conform 
to rules and regulation of the board of trus- 
tees. (For revenue only). 


DONATIONS 


Any person, firm, society or corporation, 


wishing to do so, may make donations to 
such hospital, to be controlled by the 
board. 
It is under this section that Mr. 


Titsworth gets his inspiration for "dead 
men's shoes." Those $75,000 donors (ex- 
pectant) in Shelby County that he men- 
tions, lived too long to prevent a beautiful 
deficit in their county hospital last year. 


The election board, under the Act of 


Mar. 4th, 1927, shall consist of an inspect- 
or and one clerk. Will (any ordinary man 
say there is no chance for fraud in such 


arrangement? 
But, they tell us, honest 


men 
will be chosen 
for those places. 


Granted, but there could be named spe- 
cific instances, in Rush County, where sup- 
posed honest men went wrong. Why put 
temptation or motive hi any man's way? 
Let us suppose that a County Board was 
prejudiced one way or the other, what is 
to prevent them from placing on the elec- 
tion board men, who will bring in returns 
to suit their wishes? 
Experience and ob- 


servation have proven for all tune that 
those having an interest hi results, will lean 
that way, and for this reason, disqualifies 
jurors for service. 


The law is loose, illogical and almost 


criminal hi its provisions. Credulity goes 
far estray, when we place a clock, a ham- 
mer and a two-year-old on the floor to- 
gether, and expect anything but disaster 
to follow.' 


Give the people, at least an even break, 


and don't conclude, that because a ram- 
pant, interested body of promoters, hi Rush- 
viile, are by sophistry and secrecy, trying 
to fasten an uncalled for burden upon the 
taxpayers, that such zeal and earnestness 
arises from unadulterated and genuine 
philanthropy 
and humanltarianism. 
It 


seems an ironical compliment to our doc- 
tors, to see our undertakers as allies, and 
should warn the-test of us, to beware the 
unholy alliance. Undertakers are a nec- 
essity now, but they will starve, if the 
claims of the hospital builders come true. 


We deny the merit* of every claim made 


for the NECESSITY of a county hospital 
and have shown that the inducements held 
out to the poor wuT unfortunate U with-' 
out foundation, and aiadi knowingly, to 
"put over" a scheme, wi&out merit, and 
that, too, by means and methods that will 
rise up in the futureV even as did "Ban- 
quo's Ghost" to:haunt their guilty recol- 
lections.

Did you ever use waxed paper class, Mrs.- William Lewis, phone 


cups for jelly molds? 


So often some sort of jellied 


salad or dessert would be nice 
for a party, but rather incon- 
venient if you haven't enough 
molds of similar sort. If 
you 


want to use the molded jelly for 
refreshments you will not want 
very large portions and for this 
purpose you may use the small- 
sizedi cups of the sort that are 
• used for individual portions of 
biscuit tortoni or other 
frozen 


dainties. Moisten the cups before 
putting in the jelly and then put 
them in the refrigerator without 
letting them actually touch the 
ice. The outside of the 
paper 


cups might soak up 
moisture 


from the ice. 


We saw there little paper cups 


used in this way at a picnic the 
other day. The cups had been 
partly filled with cubes of chick- 
en and bits of cooked ham and 
over the meat had been poured 
well seasoned tomato jelly. The 
jelly mixture had been allo\ve<' 
to become perfectly cold, but no; 
jellied before it was added. Then 
the meat jelly cups were allowed 
to harden in the refrigerator for 
several hours. There were leaves 
of fresh crisp lettuce and may- 
onnaise to go with them at the 
picnic. 


A very good fruit jelly may be 


made by putting mixed cut-up 
fruit into the cups and 
then 


filling the little paper cups full 
of lemon jelly that has first been 
cooled.

BRITAIN DIG UP 
IONIAN REMAINS 


London, Sept. 
11—«J.R>—Ro- 


man remains are being 
un- 


earthed almost' daily in 
many 


parts of Great Britain, reminding 
present day inhabitants of the 
British Isles of the 
civilization 


that once flourished here before 
the time of the Normans, even 
before the Angles and Saxons 
left their marks upon the coun- 
try. 


Particular interest is attached 


to excavations at Bicester in Ox- 
fordshire, which are being car- 
ried out by Oxford University, 
students. Only small portions of 
the old Roman town have been 
uncovered at the present time. It 
is estimated that the site origin- 
ally covered about 25 acres. 


A Roman house with the lower 


coursings of its walls intact was 
unearthed a few days ago. 
It 


contains a hearth and what is 
thought to have been an under- 
ground chamber. Fragments of 
pottery, part of a table, and a 
few coins indicate that the house 
belongs to the 1st Century, A. D. 
Bronze needles and pins, a bone 
handle knife; a brooch and other 
household articles also 
have 


been found. 
li is hoped that the find will 


throw light on how long 
the 


. people remained in the Roman 


towns after the withdrawal of 
the Legions and the decline of 
the Empire, according to Miss 
M. V. Taylor, a well known Ox- 
ford authority on early Britain. 


Excavations are also proceed- 


ing at Bath in the grounds of 
Sir Alexander Lawrence's resi- 
dence. A Roman villa, complete 
with outbuildings, and a court- 
yard have been brought to light. 
Two stone coffins, each contain- 
ing an adult skeleton, and two 
corns of the tune of the Emperor 
Commodus have also been un- 
earthed1. 
' 


Another series of excavations 


is under the direction of the 
British Museum at the Roman 
camp at Gaer, Forden, Wales. 
Contrary to earlier expectations 
the camp was not solely a mili- 
tary outpost, but probably had 
a substantial civilial ponpulation 
which remained as late as the 
4th Century. 


Romano-British huts, 
wells, 


roads, and a large collection of 
pottery, some of it elaborately 
decorated, found within the an- 
cient ramparts tell the story of a 
thriving center. 


. Taking advantage of present- 
day methods of survey, his high- 
;ness the rajah of Sarawak has 
recently had completed an aer- 
ial survey of some 3,000 square 
miles of his dominions.
